WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court today barred 
the splintering of school dis­ 
tricts into smaller ones when 
the result is to perpetuate ra­ 
cial segregation. 
The 5 to 4 ruling, in a case 
from rural Virginia, gives fed­ 
eral judges broad supervisory 
powers over the drawing of 
school district boundaries. 
Although Justice Potter Stew­ 
art’s majority opinion did not 
deal directly with cases there 
than the two before the court 
he gave out broad hints that 
strong actions by judges to 
break down school segregation 
elsewhere could be upheld. 
In other actions today, the 
court: 
—Held that convictions of 
white defendants are invalid if 
Negroes were systematically 
excluded from the jury. 
Ruled that a murder de­ 
fendant’s jailhouse confession 
to a policeman posing as a pri­ 
soner was “harmless error” and 
not enough to overturn his con­ 
viction. 
Particularly, Stewart empha­ 
sized in the school district deci­ 
sion that the test of whether 
school boundaries are legally 
drawn was “the effect” upon 
the dismantling of racially sep­ 
arate school systems. 
In a rare departure from vir­ 
tual unanimity in school cases, 
the court split in barring the 
separation of Emporia. Va., 
from the Greensville County 
system.

Many Killed As ‘Terrible'

Tropical Storm Agnes swept 
up the Atlantic seaboard today 
with a wave of torrential rains 
that crippled transit, sent thou­ 
sands from their homes and 
left 19 persons reported dead. 
The Northeast braced for flash 
floods

Shapp declared a state of “ex­ 
treme emergency” after the 
storm dumped up to seven 
inches of rain on the stale and 
caused at least five deaths. The 
other fatalities were reported in 
Virginia, New York, and North 
Carolina. 
In Pennsylvania, highways 
were blocked, communications 
disrupted and thousands evac­ 
uated 
from 
their 
flooded 
homes. 
Anitrak canceled all passen­ 
ger train traffic south of Phila­ 
delphia for fear the Roland 
Lake Dam near Baltimore 
mieht give way. 
A 63-car Penn Central freight 
train plunged into a creek near 
Danville, Pa., early today when 
a bridge collapsed under it. 
Two trainmen made their way 
safely from the diesel sub­ 
merged in the creek’s swollen 
waters. 
Hundreds of persons were 
evacuated from sites below 
flood threatened dams, motor­ 
ists were stranded on flooded 
highways and utility service 
was cut in many areas as the 
ex-hurricane poured up to 12 
inches on rain in spots. 
Virginia’s state Civil Defense 
headquarters in Richmond said 
it had reports of 11 flood re­ 
lated deaths but there were no 
figurer available from State 
Police who keep the official 
count. Elsewhere, at least two 
persons were reported dead in 
New York and one in North 
Carolina. 
“This is a terrible situation. 
I’ve never seen anything like 
it,” said an officer in Virginia’s 
hard-hit Prince William County 
near Washington, D.C. “Cars 
have just been washed off the 
roads with people in them.”

Republican delegates descend­ 
ed on Indianapolis for what 
should be an interesting con­ 
vention. 
Most offices are hotly con­ 
tested by numerous candidates, 
many announcing late in the 
game. AU expressed confidence 
of victory, proving the need for 
voters to learn the “new math.’* 
In the last week of the cam­ 
paign, candidates were claim­ 
ing active support of over 4,000 
of the 2,083 authorized dele­ 
gates. It takes a simple ma­ 
jority of 1,042 delegates to nom­ 
inate. 
Dr. Otis Bowen, long consid­ 
ered a front runner, told me he 
had enough to win on the first 
ballot. Other candidates in the 
race insisted his strength was 
nearer to 900 delegates. 
A local news story which W. 
W. “Dub” Hill said was “de­ 
signed to hurt rather than 
help,"’ gave his candidacy cred­ 
it for “no more than 150 dele­ 
gates.” Hill offered to take bets 
it was more. 
Judge William T. Sharp called 
a press conference with ten days 
to go. He claimed at least 700 
delegates as a “conservative” 
estimate of Us strength. Phi­ 
lip Gutman held a conference 
the same afternoon, claiming 
“well over 700” on a hard, ac­ 
curate and realistic count. Gut­ 
man added there were at least 
400 to 500 uncommitted. 
Widespread support of a large 
number of candidates has 
helped party coffers. Filing fee 
for Governor was $3,600. Six 
paid, one withdrew, with $18,- 
900 for the party coffers. Three 
candidates for Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor each contributed $2,350 or 
a total of $7,050. Two, seeking 
the office of Attorney General, 
each paid $2,700, while four 
wanting the top educational Job 
paid $1,250 each. The incumbent 
court reporter paid $1,600, while 
each of the 2,083 delegates made 
up a pot of $20,830. That is a 
total of $58,780 in the pot. 
Two weeks prior to the con­ 
vention, some 2,000 attended a 
$100 per plate banquet in the 
new Convention Center. It was 
billed as the only state-wide 


fund raising banquet of the 
year. Senator William Brock of 
Taimes see was the main speak­ 
er. 
It was my first experience 
with the new facility. Service 
was fast and the food arrived 
hot. Used plates were removed 
promptly, but the program 
dragged. The speaker’s table 
was longer than a football 
field, and each had to be intro­ 
duced.

Farm Tractor Safety 
Many farm accidents occur 
because of extra riders on farm' 
equipment. The warning, “hold 
tight,” is practically useless. 
Dont allow extra riders and 
don’t ask to be one. 
Starting a Lawn 
Consider seeding a pound each 
of Korean lespedeza and a blend 
of bluegrasses per 1,000 square 
feet 'when starting a lawn this 
summer. Keep the area water­ 
ed, mow, and then overseed with 
bluegrass this fall. This is an 
easy way to start a lawn during 
the summer and the cover is 
better than ryegrass. 
Keep your lawnmower in top 
condition. Sharpen the blades 
regularly and check for bent 
blades. Sharp, well adjusted 
blades will give a smoother, 
more uniform lawn. 
Value of lime 
Lime pays on acid soils. Farm 
ers in some areas report a $6 
return for each $1 invested in 
lime. Soybean yields jumped 04 
per cent when the pH was rais­ 
ed from 4.8 to 7.2 in an Illinois 
corn-soybean rotation. Optimum 
PH reduces toxic levels of some 
elements., improves fertilizer ef­ 
ficiency, increases yields and 
profits.

Q. Are there any varieites of 
sweet corn with two colors of 
kernels?

A. 'This disease, transmitted 
by wood ticks, is more prevalent 
in Eastern United States than in 
the West. It is called Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever because 
It was first identified from that 
area. In spite of this disease s 
presence in Eastern U. S., it is 
relatively rare in Indiana. How­ 
ever, since the possibility exists, 
one should take care to remove 
any ticks from his body im­ 
mediately after having been in 
a tick infested area,. Darryl San­ 
ders, Purdue University ^ exten­ 
sion entomologist. 
Q. When should day lilies 
(Hemerocallis) be planted? J. 
A. B., New Albany. 
A. Day lillies are best plant­ 
ed in the early spring although 
plants may be set in location in 
early fall if they are protected 
the first winter. Set the crowns 
one inch below the soil surface 
in full sun or partial shade.

Q. We were planning to use 
lead arsenate on two apple trees 
in our back yard for control of 
codling moth.

A. Lead arsenate will injure 
most apple varieties unless it is 
safened. Injury may not show 
up after one or two applications, 
but chances are it will eventu­ 
ally. To overcome the possibility 
of burning the trees, something 
m ust be added to the lead ar­ 
senate. Hydrated lime or one of 
several fungicides will do the 
job. Check with the salesman 
at the time you purchase the 
material.

Breeding Heifers 
Heifers should be bred at 15 
months to calve at 24 months 
of age. But don’t breed them to 
an exceptionally large, thick - 
framed bull. Weight and shape 
of the calf at birth affect calv­ 
ing ease. Large bulls tend to 
sire big calves at birth. There­ 
fore, mate yearling heifers to a 
bull that is more near the breed 
average in size to reduce calv­ 
ing difficulty with first-calf heif­ 
ers. 
When To Buy A Boar 
Purchase boars now for yuly 
breeding. Do not wait until the 
day you. need to use him. Give 
him a chance to adjust to his 
new home. Isolate all purchased 
boars for 30 days. Evaluate even 
and check fertility and breeding 
efficiency with 5-6 market gilts. 
Feeding Dairy Cows 
Anticipate the changes need­ 
ed in your dairy mixtures' to 
balance a major change in for­ 
age feeding. Do not wait for the 
drop in production that often 
follows a shift from all low- 
moisture alfalfa silage to' an all 
corn silage forage to increase 
the protein per cent in your con­ 
centrate mixture. Plan to boost 
the protein, level to1 18-20' per 
cent crude protein in two or 
three steps before you lose pro­ 
duction. This will help keep pro­ 
duction and income over feed 
costs high. 
Control the Elm Leaf Beetles 
You can prevent further dam­ 
age to elm trees by spraying 
to control elm leaf beetles 'be­ 
fore they completely skeletonize 
elm leaves and cause them to 
turn brown. Elm leaf beetles 
deposit orange-colored eggs on 
the underside of elm leaves. 
Small, slug-like, grey larvae 
hatch from these eggs and feed 
on. the leaves. Leaves become 
fkeletonized 
and 
later' 
turn, 
brown. Chinese elms are gen­ 
erally the most severely dam­ 
aged. Look for elm leaf beetle 
larvae on the underside of elm 
leaves, and where damage is 
found, spray trees with either 
Thiodan, lead arsenate, or Se- 
vin. Be sure to' follow all label, 
directions and precautions for 
safe 
usage 
and 
application 
rates. For further details, refer 
to Purdue Publication E-25, ob­ 
tainable from your county Ex­ 
tension Agent. 
Bagworm Control 
Protect junipers, arbor vitae, 
and other ornamental trees and 
shrubs against bagworm dam­ 
age by spraying infested plants 
this month. If not controlled, 
bagworms may seriously defoli­ 
ate large portions of valuable 
prized ornamentals. Control bag 
worms now before extensive 
damage begins. Apply either 
malathion, diazinon, toxaphene, 
DDVP, or lead arsenate. Follow 
package instruction for safe us­ 
age and precautions. For detail­ 
ed, information on bagworm con­ 
trol, get a copy of Purdue Pub­ 
lication E-27 at the County Ex­ 
tension Office. 
Ant Control 
Ants in lawns and in. homes

Vaccination of Show Animals 
Vaccinate show animals for 
infections bovine rhinotracheitis 
(IBR), bovine virus diarrhea 
(BVD), and parainfluenza. It 
would be a wise precautionary 
measure to vaccinate the ani­ 
mals at least three weeks be­ 
fore exhibition. Caution: Do not 
vaccinate pregnant animals! 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. - Flow­ 
ers suffer from disease too. 
But with proper care and treat­ 
ment, you can spare them from 
disease and help them to' vigor­ 
ous health. 
For instance, iris specimens 
received at Purdue Universitys’ 
plant disease diagnostic labora­ 
tory lately show 
a disease 
known as bacterial soft rot, re­ 
ports Donald H. Scott, Purdue 
extension plant pathologist. 
The disease, caused by the 
bacterium Erwinia carotovora, 
results in a soft, foul-smelling 
breakdown of the rhizomes. 
Above ground symptoms are 
a wilting and collapse of leaves 
on severely infected plants. On 
plants where the disease is less 
severe or is progressing less 
rapidly, the leaves may die 
back gradually from the tips. 
Infection *of the plant occurs 
entirely through wounds in the 
rhizomes or lower leaf sheaths, 
says Scott. The iris borer is 
usually responsible for much of 
the wounding. 


All-America 
Rose Choices 
Announced 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. - Hybrid 
tea roses swept the All-America 
Rose Selections trials this year. 
The gorgeous new award win­ 
ning varieties, announced June 
5, are Medallion, Electron, and 
Gypsy. 
Plants of the three will be 
offered for the first time this fall 
at leading garden centers and 
nurseries, says John A. Wott, 
Purdue 
University 
extension 
home environment horticultur­ 
ist. 
Meanwhile, the three will be 
featured this summer .in AARS 
accredited, public rose gardens 
scattered throughout the nation. 
A distinctive new rose, Me­ 
dallion 
has 
shapely 
pointed 
buds two to three inches long. 
These are a delicate shade of 
apricot buff, changing to light 
apricot-pink in cod fall weather. 
Buds open, .into seven to eight- 
inch blooms. The blooms are 
subtly scented with a mild fruity 
fragrance. 
Medallion reaches four to six 
feet in height and produces an 
abundance of flowers. Light 
green, oval shaped foliage cov­ 
ers the plant and has good re­ 
sistance to' disease. The plant is 
very vigorous. 
Electron is an Irish rose that 
has already proved popular in 
Europe. 
A bright rose-pink, 
Electron’s well-formed blooms 
are produced on stems of med­ 
ium length. When cut, the fra­ 
grant, open blossoms are long- 
lasting and hold their color well. 
This 
award winner should 
prove to be a decorative gar­ 
den variety because of its shape­ 
liness and ability to produce 
quanitities of bloom. 
Gypsy, the fiery orange-red 
hybrid tea, comes from a long 
line of famous ancestors. It 
has 
sturdy branches holding 
aloft the large, five inch, fully 
double roses. The deep almost 
.black-red buds unfurl to high 
centered blooms that hold their 
color and give off a spicy fra­ 
grance. 
The bush grows with a vigor 
thát provides, an abundance of 
blooms for garden dlsly and 
house and exhibition use. It is 
the first hybrid tea in the ked 
shades to win an AARS award 
since 1965.

Commercial red meat produc­ 
tion in Indiana totaled 70 million 
pounds in April, 12 per cent 
smaller than that of March and 
25 per cent less than in April, 
1971, say state-federal agricul­ 
tural statisticians at Purdue 
University. 


This spring, however, me­ 
chanical injury caused by heav­ 
ing and other factors seem to 
have been the primary source 
of wounds. 
Cultural practices, sanitation 
and insect control are key ways 
to combat the disease, stresses < 
the plant pathologist. 
All diseased portions of the 
rhizomes should be carefully 
cut out and destroyed when 
plants are divided. Remembr 
to' cut well back into sound tis­ 
sue when removing diseased 
portions. Also sterilize the knife 
between cuts by dipping it in 
alcohol or household bleach for 
30 seconds or longer. 
Scott also has these sugges­ 
tions: 
Plant disease-free rhizomes in 
well drained soil. Avoid over­ 
crowded or shaded conditions. 
Practice sanitation by cleaning 
all rubbish from beds in the 
fall. 
The bacterium that causes 
soft rot is highly sensitive to 
drying and sunlight. Therfore, 
shallow planting with the 'upper 
half ot the rhizome above the 
soil surface may aid in reducing 
further trouble.

— A rec­ 
ord yielding wheat crop is in

The Indiana crop is estimated 
at 39.4 million bushels—-the larg­ 
est in the last five years and. 
19 per cent larger than 1971 
production.

acres. 
The statisticians attribute the 
expected record yield to “fall­ 
like weather lasting into Decem­ 
ber which encouraged vigorous 
growth and more than, ample 
moisture this spring...” 
Estimating a 1972 peach crop 
of only 200,000 pounds, the sta- 


LA FAYETTE, Ind. -Cattle 
prices hit a 21-year high and 
hog prices 
stregthened while 
grain prices sagged during the 
first half of June, reports J. 
William Uhrig, Purdue Univer­ 
sity extension economist.

Choice steers at Omaha top­

Prime grade cattle 
peaked at $39.50. The prices sur­ 
passed records set in January. 
The cattle industry apparent­ 
ly is faced with the tightest 
and most critical supply situa­ 
tion. in its history, Uhrig ob­ 
serves. 
Fed 
cattle 
prices 
moved 
sharply higher following a spi- 
raling increase in wholesale 
beef prices. Strong consumer 
demand and light supplies caus­ 
ed 
feverish 
bidding 
among 
packers. Many producers re­ 
sponded by selling cattle at 
lighter weights than planned to 
take advantage of the record 
price, the economist adds. 


tisticians note that the relative­ 
ly warm autumn and early win­ 
ter resulted in trees failing to 
harden, sufficiently to stand ex­ 
tremely low January tempera­ 
tures.

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Police Seek Motive For Shooting 
Rampage; 6 Men Killed, 6 Hurt 


CHERRY HILL, N.J. (AP) - 
Police say they are 'baffled as 
they search for a motive for 
the shooting rampage by a gun­ 
man who entered an office 
building armed with two sawed- 
of 
rifles 
and 
methodically 
pumped bullets into any man 
h*> encountered. Six men died, 
six were wounded. 
Officials identified the gun­ 
man as Edwin C. Grace, 33, a 
uniformed off-duty guard for a 
security agency. He was hospi­ 
talized with what police said 
were 
self-inflicted 
gunshot 
wounds in the neck and head. 
Doctors said he had a good, 
chance of pulling through. 
A witness said the gunman 
kept reloading the .22-caliber 
rifles and that nearly 100 bul­ 
lets were fired as he ordered 
women to get out of his way. 
A worker in an employment 
office in the building, Heritage 
House, James Ashen, 24, of 
Blackwood, said: 
“This guy walked in. He was 
a complete stranger. I never 
saw l.im before and he shot my 
boss ir- the head and he hit the 
floor. He shot the guy sitting in 
front of me a couple of times in 
the back. 
‘ The 
other 
three 
of 
us 
grabbed chairs and crowded 
into the corner of a small 
room, begging him not to shoot 
us, but he kept firing and he 
kept saying. ‘Don’t move, don’t 
move.* He was a maniac.” 
Three of the wounded men 
were in critical condition and a 
seventh man was injured se­ 
riously when he leaped through 
a window attempting to avoid 
the 
gunman. 
Victims 
inter­ 
viewed by police said they did 


not know Grace and had not 
seen him previously. 
The gunfire erupted about 3 
p.m., and police said the gun­ 
man terrorized the building for 
several minutes. About 40 po­ 
licemen 
surrounded 
it 
after 
being alerted by a wounded 
man who escaped. 
Public Safety Director Wal­ 
lace Lapeters said the officers 
fired tear gas cannisters into 
the building and that several 
policemen entered, but that no 
shots were exchanged with the 
gunman. 
After the shooting stopped the: 
gunman was carried from, the 
building 
along 
with 
'Other 
wounded persons, and it was 
not until hospital workers found 
bullet? in his pocket that police 
realized who he was. 
Several women who encoun­ 
tered the gunman told police he 
ordered them to get out of the 
way. Six women scrambled to 
safety from the GMA Co. of­ 
fice. and another seven who 
confronted the gunman as they 
cowered in a basement also 
were unharmed. 
Carried from the building on 
a stretcher was Grace, a Pin­ 
kerton guard from the Trenton, 
N.J., office of the detective 
agency. 
Grace underwent surgery at 
Cherry Hill Hospital. Because 
of his condition, police were 
unable to interrogate him.

Dennis Wants 
A “Stick-To-It” 
Federal Budget 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — A. new 
proposal has been introduced in 
the U.S. House of Representa­ 
tives which would cause the 
House to set a Federal budget 
and stick to it, unless a two- 
thirds vote is mustered to ex­ 
ceed the spending limit. 
Rep. David W. Dennis (R- 
Ind.) announced today that he 
has joined with a bi-partisan 
group of 24 Congressmen to in­ 
troduce 
the 
amendment 
to 
House rules governing handling 
of Federal budget and appropri­ 
ations bills. 
Under the proposal, the House 
could not consider any appro­ 


priations bills until it had first 
approved a resolution containing 
a comprehensive Federal budget 
for the fiscal year, Dennis said. 
The comprehensive budget re­ 
solution. would include an esti­ 
mate of tax revenues, expendi­ 
ture ceilings for each main ap­ 
propriation bill to come, and re­ 
commendations on handling dif­ 
ferences between revenues and 
expenditures. 
Dennis said the amendment 
would rule that appropriations 
bills would be handled as usual 
—with one major difference. 
Any appropriation which would 
exceed the Federal budget al­ 
ready approved by the House 
would require a two-thirds vote 
of the House to gain approval, 
rather than passage by a sim­ 
ple majority. 
Dennis, who has on a number 
of occasions been critical of the 


Congress for passing appropri­ 
ations bills exceeding the Fed­ 
eral budget said that the pro­ 
cedure would force the Congress 
to consider the overall amount 
of spending it would approve for 
a year, before it began working 
on separate appropriations in 
piece-meal fashion. 


“We cannot continue to spend 
the money of our people in such 
a disorganized fashion,” Dennis 
said. “As of now, we pass an 
appropriation bill here, and an­ 
other one there, and when we 
get done we come up with a 
total of Federal spending. It’s 
a bad practice. 
“Under this new proposal, we 
would put our heads together 
and come up with a solid bud­ 
get. To exceed the budget we 
have set would require depar­ 
ture from our planning and ap­ 
proval *by two-thirds of the 


House. I am hopeful that a 
measure of this nature will re­ 
store some fiscal sanity to our 
speeding practices,” he said.

Union Protests 
Ruling On Hats 
Favoring Amish 
DETROIT (AP) - A federal 
ruling allowing members of the 
Amish religious sect to wear 
soft hats instead of hard hats 
on construction jobs was assail­ 
ed by Michigan’s organized 
building tradesmen Wednesday. 
'It’s wrong to have two sets 
of safety standards in any 
job,” said Thomas P. Devlin, 
chairman of the safety com­ 
mittee of toe Greater Detroit 
Building Hades Council—AFL- 
CIO. 
The U.S. Department of La­ 
bor ruled last week in a caro 
involving about 400 Amish 
building tradesmen who had 
lost their jobs in Indiana more 
than a year ago because they 
refused to wear hard hats, 
The Amish said their broad- 
brimmed black felt hats were 
an integral part of their reli­ 
gion. Hie Amish hired an attor­ 
ney who appealed the case to 
the Labor Department. 
The ruling covers members 
of the Old Order Amish sect, 
who are to the southwest cor­ 
ner of Michigan. Some of those 
who were laid off have already 
returned to work. 
“I think the ruling by the La­ 
bor Department is ridiculous,” 
said Devito. “How much pro­ 
tection is a felt hat going to 
give a guy if a brick or plank 
falls on his head.” 


Schools To Get 
More Money 
INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)— 
Schools throughout the stato 
will get an additional $3.4 mil­ 
lion the next fiscal year be- 
cause of the State Commission 
on General Education’s deci­ 
sion 'Wednesday to' increase 
state aid for transportation. 
State School Supt. John J. 
Loughlin recommended the in­ 
crease of '$6' a child to the 1972- 
73 budget because of an esti­ 
mated $5 million surplus in the 
transportation fund. 
Hie commission also ap­ 
proved letting schools offer eth­ 
nic studies courses for credit, 
although the superintendent of 
public instruction must approve 
individual courses. 
Indianapolis Public Schools 
were given toe 'go-ahead by the 
commissioners for an area, 
vocational school program. 
And toe Gary school system 
was permitted, to cut 'Us sum­ 
mer school from the normal 40- 
day session to 81 days toe 
grades 9-12.
